Ppp interest has been aroused in 
anthropological circles all over the 

world by the discovery in the Broken 
Hill mine of Northern Rhodesia of a 
skull which has a certain affinity with 
the famous Neanderthal type. It was 
found at a point ninety feet below the 
ground level, and after having been 
cleaned was presented to the British 
Museum. Discussions are rife as to the 











t period of the world’s history to which 
the skull belonged. Resemblances are 
pointed out to the-skull of the Piltdown 
man, the skull of a gorilla and that of 
. 


the modern Kaffir. The thickness of the 
bone is not much greater than that of 
the ordinary European. The face was 
very large and the nose flat and broad. 
The heavy face and brow ridges differ- 
entiate it so markedly from any type of 
existing man that it can only be com- 
pared with the various fossil skull of 
races that are now extinct. There is 
little question but that the skull is 
human, though there are some sugges- 
tions of a gorilla type. The brain case 
is smaller than that of the Neanderthal 
type shown in the well-known skulls 
found at Gibraltar and in France and 
Belgium. Especially interesting is the 
probability that the man of the Broken 
Hill skull stood erect. This is inferred 
from the fact that with the Rhodesian 
skull were found a complete shin bone 


and two ends of a thigh bone, which are 
exactly like those of modern man, and 
indicated that the possessor stood erect. 
Probably he did not have the bent shoul- 
ders and shuffling gait which charac- 
terized the Neanderthal type. 

To what age the skull belonged is a matter of conjecture.

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Recent Military Celebration in Soviet Russia 











FTER years of warfare a period 
A of peace has come to Soviet Rus- 
sia. The explanation for the 
dismal failure of the communistic ex- 
periment in that country that is 
usually made by Soviet officials and 
sympathizers is that the country has 
been so beset by external and internal 
enemies that no successful working 
out of the Soviet theory has been 
possible. Now that this argument 
no longer has any force it will be 
interesting to see the result of the 
fantastic theories now in force in that 
stricken country. That is, it would 
be interesting were they to be really 
tried. As a matter of fact, however, 
most of them have been abandoned, 
and the sheer logic of facts has com- 
pelled a return to many of the fea- 
tures of hated capitalism. 

Leo Kamenev, head of the Moscow 
Soviet, on Sept. 23 declared that all 
Russian industries would be returned 
to private ownership except four— 
railways and metallurgical, textile 
and fuel resources. It was Kamenev 
who declared that Russia was on the 
eve of a complete transformation of 
her national and industrial life, which 
would include the revival of a large 
part of the capitalist machinery abol- 
ished in the revolution of 1917. 
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Parade of troops of the Red 
Army in Moscow to cele- 
brate the cessation of hos- 
tilities on all fronts. Peace 
has been made with Poland, 
an understanding has been 
reached with Rumania re- 
garding Bessarabia, and all 
serious internal resistance 
appears to have been 
crushed.

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Blasting 

the Road 
Along the Face 
of Storm King 


Mountain

HE Storm King Highway runs from 
the end of Bayview Avenue, in the 
village of Cornwall - on - Hudson, 

around the nose of Storm King and 
Crow’s Nest Mountains to join a State 
highway already built at a point about 
one mile north of the Plains at West 
Point. The Government has built a mac- 
adam road from the end of the Storm 
King Highway into West Point. The 
highway is 4.03 miles long. It will cut 
twenty miles from the distance now 
necessary to cover to get from Cornwall 
to West Point by automobile. A further 
purpose was to provide a scenic route 
for motor tourists through the High- 
lands. 

The cost of this work will run close 
to $1,000,000. 

The work was started in 1914, was 
halted for a time during the war, and 
will be finished early next season. The 
work was slow because of the danger 
to the workmen and because a great 
part of the heavy rock excavation was 
made at points where the road is almost 
directly over the West Shore tracks. 
The summit of the road on Storm King 
is 386 feet above the river and actually 
overhangs so that the railroad tracks 
cannot be seen. The preliminary survey 
was made by a party of engineers, who 
worked with great difficulty and many 
feet of manila rope. The drilling was 
done ‘by men who were at all times tied 
fast, and every one who worked on the 
cliffside was in constant danger of fall- 
ing several hundred feet. 

The road is to be of bituminous mac- 
adam. ‘The macadam will be 18 feet 
wide and the roadway has a minimum 
width of 24 feet. A great part of the 
road is supported by a masonry retain- 
ing wall which varies in height from 
6 to 40 feet. 
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The great engineering project of building a road on the precipitous side of Storm King 
Mountain, on the banks ef the Hudson, is illustrated by this picture of one of the stages 
reached in the construction.
